The days pass on. It has been a whole month since 
the shootout ,at Golden Dragon Restaurant.， Ihere is 
still no arrests in connection with the case. Police 
sources claim that investigation ls stlll continuing. 

It seems no one has come UP with any Substantive 
information to claim the $100,000 reward, the largest 
the city has ever offered.，And Chinatown resldents are 
chalking up another gang-related case, unsolved. 

Rumors in town say that many gang members have 
left town, others have turned their eftorts from gambling 
places in Chinatown to robbing “gamblers” special” 
buses. 

Those living in Chinatown know full well that so long 
as the underworld organizations which engage in criminal 
activities _ remain intact and undisturbed，whoever left 
town_ can always come back, those who choose not to 
return can always be replaced by another gang member. 
They fear that so long as those involved remain unre- 
habilitated，and the organizations continue to reap 
profit from unlawful activities，gang-related inclidents 
will keep occuring. 

Their fear is Justified，unless those who have been 
involved can extricate themselves from the web of 
underworld activities. And thelaw enforcement agencies 
can demonstrate their sincerity and effectiveness in 
tackling the problem by solving just one case，the 
Golden Dragon Restaurant shootout.

Choy Calls for an 
Auxiliary Police 


SAN FRANCISCO 一 A _ novel 
and somewhat unorthodox 
approach to solve the Chinatown 
crime problem surfaced last week 
during a luncheon at Joe Jung's 
Restaurant. J. 玉 .Choy，Ppresident 
of the San Francisco Greater 
Chinatown Community Service 
Association suggested that armed 
police auxiliaries be put on the 
Streets of Chinatown.

Last week，a coalition of senior 
citizen groups went to City Hall to 
express their dissatisfaction about 
slow-ups in the escort service 
funding.

The bill，SB 126，sponsored by 
California Senator Alan Cranston， 
would provide $220 million for 
1978-80 rehabilitation. The bill 
has passed the Senate :and a 
similar bill has moved through the 
House of Representatives， 开 opP 
called the bill， which could 
benefit the deteriorating housing 
in Chinatown，one of the most 
important in years，It awaits 3 
signature by ， President Jimmy 
Carter，(Richard Springer) 贺 


aided in their lobbying efforts by 
the offices of U.S$.，Representa- 
tives John and Phil Burton and 
California U.S. Senators Alan 
Cranston and 39S.I， Hayakawa. 
HUD is definitely feeling the heat 
on this issue and a favorable ruling 
is expected this week，after HUD 
looks over the latest Plan for 
Chinatown put together by the 
Mayors office. 

Dick Murphy，special assistant 
to HUD local area director James 
Price，told 下 ast/West last week 
that the Chinatown matter is cur- 
rently “under review.”Murphy 
did not want to comment on the 
inadequacies of the first 
comprehensive Plan submitted to 
HUD by the City，but he did 
admit that Chinatown has a better 
chance in the new city planning 
proposals.。 Murphy said that 
HUD's role is to“make sure that 
federal statutes are adhered to.” 

HUD is discovering again what 
many other federal agencies have 
found out: that Chinatown social 
service agencies have many friends 
and few enemies.

Locke， Most of them are elderly 
Chinese who own their homes but 
not the land underneath them， 
They have lived in the commun- 
ity of one- and two-storey wooden 
houses for decades， and now 
spend their days cultivating 
vegetables，chatting on porches or 
on wooden street benches，and 
relaxing in their hormes. In recent 
years they have been joined by a 
growing contingent of Caucasians 
who have settled in Locke to enjoy 
its tranquil, rural atmosphere. 


Both the Hong Kong developer 
and the public agencies claim they 
want to preserve the town of 
Locke and protect the lifestyles of 
its inhabitants，Both claim they 
would like to see more Chinese 
move into the community to 
maintain its ethnic character， But 
both sides disagree sharply over 
how best to achieve these 
objectives. 

RURAL 

The Sacramento Housing and 
Redevelopment Agency， which 
has eyed the town for a few years， 
wants to see Locke preserved 
because of its _ historical and 
cultural significance， 

Locke is the last remaining rural 
Chinatown in ' the country built 
and still largely occupied by 
Chinese.， It was build in 1912， 
after other towns built by Chinese 
in the delta burned down， 

Leo Goto， SHRA assistant 
director，has _ recommended that 
the county acquire about 60 acres 
of ljand in and around the town as 
the first step in a 10-year Project 
designed to turn Locke into a 
“living historic landmark:.” The 
rest of the 
Program for Locke” written by 
Goto and his staff calls for: 
making improvements to protect 
the community from fire，rehab- 
ilitating some of the towns 
buildqings，and finally turning the 
management of the town over to

“Tm just helping my fellow 
Chinese immigrants to find a new 
Place to stay,” he said. “Most 
Chinese would rather live in a 
_Chinese community.” 

In this respect，Asian City's 
notion of who should live in 
Locke was similar to an idea 
entertained by Leo Coto of the 
redevelopment agency. 

In January，1976，Goto sent a 
letter to the Chinese Gonsul 
General in San Francisco asking 
his thoughts on using Locke as a 
“point of entry”. for Chinese 
coming to the U.S. Goto 
envisioned ， setting up English 
classes and job training programs 
in the town，. But his letter was 


never answered. 
CHANGES 

To many of Lockes _ elderly 
Chinese residents, how their town 
changes in the future is of little 
concern. Most of those in their late 
70s and early 80s say they're too 
old and will never live to see any 
great changes in their community. 

Some of the younger Chinese 
who still live in the community 
and practically all of the white 
residents，however，say they are 
caught between two unacceptable 

-alternatives. They want Locke left 
alone. 

But the decisions to plan for the 
future of Locke have been taken 
out of their hands. 

“The residents” point of view is 
important,”saidqd Leo Goto,“but 
Locke has additional importance 
statewide. Its important for us to 
look at a lot of perspectives and 
rely not only on the residents.” 口
